Jew Tork, Oct. 58 .—Anxiety over th« 
situation that has dsvolopod In the 
trust company and banking situation 
during the past week- continued to 
cloud th« business horlson to-day, ai- 
thouch the nervoustiees and alarm so 
notices bis yesterday were considerably 
iQiMCinria by the presence of Setretary 
of the Theasury.Cortrlyou in the city, 
and his promise to remain at the sub- 
treasury throughout the day. 

Mr. Corteiyou's statement made last 
ntvht of the national banks of this city 
had a Kood effect on sentiment, and 
served to relieve the apprehensions of 
I business men that ,ihe curtailment of 
credits through the situation Ibllowinf 
/ the suspension of payments by the 
B Knickerbocker Trust Company ml»ht 
^ hamper the flnanclok of general mer- 
eantite affairs. 

The unfavorable development of the 
nlfht was the news that the Trust 
Company of America, one of the city's 
lanest financial tnstltutloni. with de¬ 
posits approximating IG6.000.000. and 
total assets and liabilities In excess of 
IdkOM.OOO, wss in need of assistance. 
At the same tinte it became known that 
this Trust Company of America had 
given a statement of 4* affairs to other 
bankers with a request for aid. It 
was also snnounoed that liberal assist¬ 
ance would be given to the Trust Com¬ 
pany of America to-day, and also that 
thac Institution had in Its vault $12.- 
OOD.OOO cash with which to begin pay¬ 
ing off its depositors to-day eheuld 
thsre be an unusual demand. It be¬ 
came known last night also that bank-- 
era generally did not regard the posi¬ 
tion of the Knickerbocker Trust Com¬ 
pany as favorable, and were Inclined 
to* permit it to go into liquidation. 

Fayment Still Suspended.

This paper says there Is a wide 
g\ilf between the coneervative Ameri¬ 
can banks and modem trust develop- 
m'vnt. It It the speculators who are 
tumbling in the debacle and their fall 
is grsUlually clearing the atmoaphere. 
Even the soundest concerns may be 
temporarily affected, the paper says, 
but It would be an absurd error to 
suppose that be<.’ause some reckless 
gamblers are in difficulties, the United 
States from a ftranctal and commerelkl 
point of view Is goli^ to pieces. 

Favorable Impression. 

London. Oct. 22.—The promising of 
Secretary Cortelyou to place targe de- 
poeits of government money In the New 
Tork banks created a favorable Im¬ 
pression on the qtocfc market to-day, 
and the American section railed. 

Berlin on the Situation. 

Berln. Oct. 22.—The difficulties of the 
Knickerbocker Company, of New York, 
has created the greatest degree of as¬ 
tonishment among the bankers of the 
city. The Boersen Courier says to-day 
that the local bankers of the city em¬ 
phatically relectnd ths Idea that the 
Trust Company was in serious danger, 
when the favorable repost reached Ber¬ 
lin. but the paper itself discredits the 
annwnoemeat that the company will 
resume payments to-day, dsclaring this 
to be an empty sobtsrfkge to keep the 
true conditlen of mffalra from deposit¬ 
ors. It crtttelaes a hanking system 
which allows deposits of $49,000,000 upon 
a capital of $ 1 , 200 , 000 . and gives 'voice 
to the gravest apprehension test the 
events of the past few days foreshadow 
the discovery of further abuses in the 
banks of New York. 

"If some of these banks are found to 
be rotten.” the paper says, "there Is 
no knowing where the crisis will stop. 
We expect to hear of runs on other 
New York hanks, which hardly all of 
them will be able to withstand.”

It is under¬ 
taken to cure evils and to pretent 
their recurrence. If the beneficiaries 
of these evils succeed, which they will 
rot do—they will not succeed—but If 
they did succeed In stopipng the 
movement, it will merely mean that in 
a very few years It would break forth 
again, and that time It would be In the 
control of men who would legislate 
with a vindictive purpose and not as 
legislators with a desire to hurt and 
damage the men at whom the move¬ 
ment was not aimed. There Is no 
movement In Its proper sense that 
more properly may be described as 
conservative, using the word with its 
real aignlflcance. than the movement

Secretary of the Treasury Cortelyou 
reached New York from Washington 
at 6:60 o’clock to-night. He was met 
at Jersey City by Hamilton Pish, as¬ 
sistant U. S. tceasurer, and the two.

Upon reach¬ 
ing this city they went at once to the 
Hotel Manhattan, where several bank¬ 
ers later presented to the secretary the 
varlQUs phases of local flnanclal con¬ 
ditions Secretary Cortelyou Is hereto 
ihoroughly look into the financial sit¬ 
uation. which he has had under ob¬ 
servation for several weeks. He has 
come with no preconceived Ideas of 
how much money will be required to 
relieve the situation, and the ihatter 
of treasury relief will be determined by 
S'hat he learns to-night. He will do 
all he^can to relieve the present crisis. 

Before leaving Washington late to- 
Iday Mr« Cortelyou directed that 16,- 
1000,000 be deposited with New York 
banks. He issued the etatement: “The 
' secrersry of the treasury is keeping in 
close touch with the' business condt- 
tlons throughout the country. In the 
n.atter of public deposits he will at all 
times consult the needs of legitimate 
business, and will not hesitate to deal 
promptly and adequately with any sit¬ 
uation that may arise.” 

Mr. Cortelyou*# statement, when re¬ 
ceived here, did much to put a better 
face on things, and it was predicted 
that the secretary’s visit would result 
iP further deposits her6 of 115,000.000. 

The Knickerbocker Trust Company, 
the storm centre to-day. paid out cash 
to depositors at the rate of $44,444 a 
minute for three hours this morning, 
and then closed Its doors. The direct¬ 
ors had. as they thought, fully pre¬ 
pared for a run. and caused to be an¬ 
nounced In to-day's papers that IS.- 
000,000 in cash was on hand to meet all 
eventimllUes.

News has been brought to Seattle, by 
the steamahlp Saratoga, ot the drown¬ 
ing of five men at Catalla, Alaska, on 
Sunday. October 10th. The names of 
the dead are: J. Higgins. Seattle; 
H. Hendrickson. Port Blakeley: Edwin 
Olson. Arthur Williams a^d Tony De 
Pasquale. 

The first two were drowned off Palm 
Point, a mile from Catalla, and the 
others Just above the city dock.

both parlies concerned that there Is a 
prospect of an Immediate shortage of 
witer at Ooldstream for power pur¬ 
poses and that unless an understand¬ 
ing can be reached for the conserva¬ 
tion of the water remaining In the res¬ 
ervoirs the energy necessary for the 
generation of light for domestic pur¬ 
poses within the city may shortly be 
entirely dissipated. 

The* British Columbia Electric Rail¬ 
way Company has an auxiliary steam 
plant, unfortunately not of sufficient 
capacity to meet all the requirements 
of Its rapidly growing business, which 
might be ptillsed for a time to relieve 
the stress created by the shortage of 
water. But the tramway company and 
.the water company cannot Mree as to 
the terms upon which this plant shall 
be placed in operation, if the misun¬ 
derstanding proves Incapable of Im¬ 
mediate adjustment, something not at 
all Improbable ^ view of the well- 
known relations between the two con¬ 
cerns, then the interests of the citixens 
at large will become Involved and it 
will be the duty of the representatives 
of the i)eople to Intervene with a view 
to protect^g such interests. 

The statements of the representa¬ 
tives of the water works company and 
the statements of the lepresentatlves 
of the tramway company differ consid¬ 
erably as to the amount of- water con¬ 
sumed per diem during the past year. 
This divergence of statement may be 
due to different methods of computa¬ 
tion. But it Is evident that the water 
vrorks comply has not delivered the 
quantity of water It has contended It 
could deliv^ If called upon, according 
to the maximum capacity of its works. 
It. may be contended on behalf of the 
water company that the conditions 
prevaliing during the present year 
have been exceptional, and that con¬ 
sequently the situation as revealed In 
the relations between it and tbs tram¬ 
way company have no bearing what¬ 
ever upon the value of the Goldstroam 
property as a domestic source of supply 
for the corporation of Victoria. But 
would not a disinterested authority 
take the position that the value of the 
Ooldstream property for any purpose 
depends absolutely upon its capacity 
during a year of minimum rainfall? 
What guarantee is there that Nature 
may not be even more niggardly In this 
respect this year than she was last 
year? As we understand the mat¬ 
ter, the estimate of the value of the 
Qoldstreem property as submitted to 
the civic authorities is based upon a 
eapaetty of fifteen minion gallons of 
water per day for either .power or do¬ 
mestic purposes. Cope^uently as the 
experience of the preeent year hae 
demonstrated that tlie capacity of the 
works falls several million gallons 
ihqrt of the estimate the value of the 
property should be reduced pr^^r- 
tlonatety If the terms of the transfer 
ot the works from the company to 
the dty sboqhl be adjueted by a court 
if arbltratloii. The fact that If All the

At tha time when tbe Lusitania has 
crossed the Atlantic In four days M 
hours, an Inventor hsi come forward 
to claim that his machinery would 
have enabled her to complete the voy¬ 
age In something under threj. .Mr. F. 
Mallmann. of Chelsea, England, has 
offered the Invention to the admiralty, 
and he claims that If It It ac^Apte.l ihe 
Dreadnoughts of the furture will go 
over the water at a speed of 100 miles 
an hour. 

"The ship," he said to a press repre¬ 
sentative. "that was fitted with :oy In¬ 
vention would not only be th) speed¬ 
iest. but also the steadiest. All the 
mechanism of the propellers, wht<*.h Is 
very heavy, is on the keel of the ship, 
and as a result she can never roll.^She 
would be on an even keel In the rough¬ 
est sea. 

"The engine may be described as 
slip liar in appearMce to a turbins. 
though In action It is quite different 

"Steam from any type boiler will 
drive it. but X am experimenting with 
a new kind of power that will be less 
cumbersome than steam. 

"The engine drives a shaft, fitted 
along the keel of the vessel, and carry¬ 
ing five proi>ellers. These will revolve 
about 0,000 times In a minute, and the 
ordinary propeller would be useless foir 
my purp<we.

An interesting visitor at the smelter 
and mines of the B. C. Copper Com¬ 
pany at Boundary Falls recenty was 
F. Yamada, engineer of the A>hlo mine, 
mined and owned by the Fui^ukana 
Mining Company of Toklo. The pro¬ 
perties of the Furukana company are 
situated about 80 miles from Toklo 
and comprise about 30 mines. In many 
respects the methods of working differ 
from ttaoee used here, although the 
process of smelting and converting la 
done right at the mines themseWe^ 
Labor is on the contrary very cheap, 
although thia year the men’s wages 
have been raised to 40 cents foy a day 
of eight hours. 

."We have no coke shortage in our 
iiilhr>s." said Mr. Yamada while In the 
Boundary country. "Mr. Taranosukl, 
who owns all the stock of the com¬ 
pany. Is the owTier bf all the mines In 
the district. Mines are not iMxed up 
the way they are here. We have a 
great deal of coal in thia district, and 
from some of it we get a plentiful sup¬ 
ply of coke.’* 

The largest of these mines produces 
20 tons of copper a day. The ore carries 
about 4 per cent, in copper. It is con¬ 
centrated to 11 and 12 per cent, before 
It la smelted. About 1,200 tons of cop¬ 
per ore Is shipped from the mines 
yearly.

SEED FROM MATTRESSES. 


CHILLS PROVE FATAU 


King Island, between the coasts of Taa- 
mania and the Australian mainland, has 
always been an arid waste of sand and 
qther non-arable soil. Some years ago, 
however, a vessel was w'recked off the 
Island and a number of the sailors’ mat¬ 
tresses, stuffed with the yeliow-flowereil 
clover, a kind of grass, were washed 
ashore. A certain quantity of seed was 
contained among the stufflng and in due 
course these took root, and In the space 
_<-f a few years covered the sandy 
stretches with rich ve njur e. Clover and 
other leguminous plants have the pe^'ullar 
capacity of fertilising a waste soil, owing 
principally to the action of bacteria, 
rhsreby enabling the plants to draw 
nitrogen directly from the atmosphere.

Finns, and other nationalities where 
the people lire their own lives and 
never learn a word of PJnyllsh. 

Partiality For Old Provinces. 

One hears so much of the rush of em¬ 
igrants to Manitoba and the Northwest 


and their owiv inchoate and underelop- 
ed cliaracier. Ttw farther one Inoulres 
Into the prospects of this class the morn 
evident does It become' that It is hope¬ 
less to attempt to form settlements 
composed entirely or mainly from it. 
The only chan^ for their regeneration 
Is to distribute them as widely aa pos¬ 
sible ammg the general populattonr and 
thus place them where their natuiaJ 
intfllciency and want of capacity for 
sustained effort will not react upon 
each other and develop and accentuate 
the tendencies which they have inher¬ 
ited. 

Homes For the Toung. 

While the emigration of adtilta from 
the '*aubmerged tenth" does not hold 
out much prospect of success, a very 
different result promises to attend the 
emigration of pauper children. There 
are now in Canada a number of re¬ 
ceiving homes for children of this clasa 
These homes are admittedly well ad¬ 
ministered. and the children sent to

Immigration Into Canada during the 
last few years has been phenomenal. 
It Ir sA human- swarming from the 
crowded hives of we Old World Into 
a wider and freer and richer land. 
The most remarkable feature of this 
real world movement Is the great hu¬ 
man tide which seta northward fruna 
the Unilud Stat^. Time was. and not 
so long ago, when the movement was 
In the other direction, and Canadians 
crossed the border into the Republic 
to And the outlet of their ene'rgy which 
they deemed it impOMibls to And at 
home. Now they are coming back I 
again, and with them tens of theu- ! 
sanUs of American clttsens. to And in 
Canada a richer fleld for their labor 
and capital, more freedom, greater se¬ 
curity for life and property, and a bet¬ 
ter ordered social fabric than they have 
knewn under the l^ara And Stripes. In 
the year 190B-9.

For the corresponding period ending 
March, 1907. they had grown to &6,791i 
an increase of 17,170. April and May 
Are the two months in which the tide 
of c-migrailon reaches Us highest point, 
and It is antidpaled that at iMst ninety 
thousand Brltlsh-born people will seek 
a new home in Canada this year.

adians, indistinguishable, as a rule, In 
appearance or speech from thoee bom 
of British settlers. The Germans, also, 
make admirable colo*'ists. and although 
they have a tendency to oongregate in 
separate settlements, become In the 
second generation good British sub- 
jecta It la more difficult to make Can- 
ad^ns out of Russian immigrants. The 
Slav has more faculty for assimUating 
other races than for becoming assimi¬ 
lated Mmaelf. and the general result 
la that he generally retains hla racial 
characterlatica and customs longer than 
the Immigrant of other rkcea He is, 
however, on the whole, a. good eltlsen. i 
and admirably fitted by nature for pio¬ 
neer work in a new country. He is ac¬ 
customed to a hard, rough life, and the 
rigors of his native climate make him 
esteem lightly the severity of the Can¬ 
adian winter. The Russian at home ia 
accustomed to a fMsmewhat strict form 
of goverament, and thus being a man 
subject to authority from his youth Is 
eaatly governed. 

The Submerged Tenth. 

There Is one form of emigration to- 
Canada which Is not viewed with much 
favor bf the Dominion officlala This 
; Is what la known as special agricultur¬ 
al or Industrial settlements, in which 
large groups of settlers are located to¬ 
gether, through the agency of the Sal¬ 
vation Army or by other philanthropic 
organisations. As a rule settlements of 
this class do not do well, although ths 
individuals composing thorn when af¬ 
terwards distributed among the gen¬ 
eral population attain average pros¬ 
perity. Mr. Rider Haggard proposes

The Allan asrvtee 
will be improved next season by the 
addition of one or two of the boats now 
on the Glasgow route. 

La Bretagne and La Gascoigne are 
two of -the older boats on the New 
York service. La Bretagne has been 
on the service foralmost twenty years, 
and Is now considered neither remark¬ 
ably fMt uor large, aa compared with 
her rivals at New York. Her tonnage 
is about six thousand register, and she 
carries one claqi cabin passengera. 

LIGHTER CREWS RESCUED. 

The steamship Saratoga, which has 
arrived at Seattle, brings news that 
eight men were rescued In the nick of 
time from death Hit Katalla during a 
tremendous storm. At Katalla the Sar¬ 
atoga had some cargo to discharge and 
two big lighters were employed in the 
work. While the cargo was being 
taken ashore a gale sprang up and the 
lighters were carried away from the 
steamship and daahed to pieces on the 
rocks, the men on them being hauled 
aahore the vessel with ropes. The Sara¬ 
toga came south with part of the 
Katalla cargo unllghtersd. 

The news brought by tha steamship 
confirms the report that there Is a 
growing opinion in Sound^'cUles that 
Katalla is useless as a harbor. The 
eight men were brought to Seattle, and 
will be returned to Katallaion the next 


LONDON'S MUD.

NO REDUCTION IN LUMBER. 


Edmonton, Alta., Oot. 22.—Mr. Law¬ 
rence, W'ho has been commissioned by 
the Dominion government to establish 
ail experimental station at Fort Ver* 
mmlon. four hundred and fifty miles 
north of EMmonton, came to the city 
on Sunday evening, and will remain 
several weeks before proceeding to 
Ottawa with samples of products he 
brought down from the north country. 

Mr. Lawrence is sn old timer in the 
north, having first gone to Fort Ver¬ 
million In 1878 with his father from 
Montreal. He left Edmonton last 
spring on his return from Ottawa. He 
left Vermillion with ^Is supplies on 
the 21 st, having driven part of the way 
by team to Peace River croeslng, and 
gone the remainder of the journey down 
the river by raft, a distance in ail, 
from this city, of 700 miles. 

He took with him 460 trees of various 
kinds, fruit and ornamental, grain, 
grasses and vegetables. Only a start 


General Shut Down of Coast Mills This 
Winter Is Not Expected. 


Vancouver, Oct. 22.—Two things of para¬ 
mount Importance to ttio trad# and to the 
general public have boen decided upon, 
that there will be no general ahut-down 
of Coast mills this winter, save for the 
usual annual repairs, and that there will 
be no reduction In the price of lumber. 
The latest press and pri^-ate reports of 
conditions In the Northwest have lent a 
more optimistic tone to the outlook for 
the Coast mills, and those who have an 
eye on the future predict that next spring 
there will bo an excellent demand for 
lumber in the Northwest. 

It Is confidently expected that within a 
few months the log market will be as 
strong aa It was last summer, when the 
demand was good, and ths supply short. 
The loesl demand for lumber at present Is 
exceptionally good, and there being* a 
large amount of building in progress In 
the city of Vancouver and vicinity, rnis 
demand will be malnlained till the end of 
the year at least. The large mills are all 
holding strictly to their price list. No 
irstances of rate cutting among them 
have boen reported, although some of
